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LATIN-AMERICAN LAW BOOKS IN ANGLO-AMERICAN 
LAW LIBRARIES

If an American Holdsworth should 
write a history of American law, he 
would spend a considerable portion of 
his book on a description of the influ- 
ence of foreign law on American law. 
In discussing the legal knowledge of pre- 
revolutionary lawyers, he would doubt- 
less refer to the natural law beliefs of 
the time and the contemporaneous study 
of civil law. In a later chapter, he would 
note the strong civil law leanings of 
Joseph Story and David Hoffman; in 
tracing the history of legal education in 
the nineteenth century, he would give 
an account of the relatively numerous 
courses in civil law which supplied the 
intellectual background for natural law 
abstractions in the early law schools; 
and finally, he would trace the more or 
less abortive attempts at codification 
which were inspired by the European 
example. 


Here, the curtain would drop. Real- 
ists, as they made their influence felt in 
the classroom and in court, had little in- 
terest in comparative studies. Subjects 
which previously had been the province 
of civilians, such as commercial law and 
the law of presumptions, were trans- 
ferred to the domain of common law, 
and knowledge of Roman or civil law 
among the teachers of law became the 
exception rather than the rule. 


With the coming of the twentieth 
century, the lowering of world trade bar- 
riers began, the country changed from 
a debtor-nation into a creditor-nation 


and a wave of immigration broke on its

shores. Americans became plaintiffs 
and defendants in civil law countries; 
they acquired property abroad and lived 
abroad. They were confronted with 
causa instead of consideration, with the 
emphasis on registers rather than docu- 
ments ad joc; businessmen encountered 
cartels rather than anti-trust legislation 
and found themselves in the throes of 
dual taxation. Endeavors were made 
to unify discordant provisions of na- 
tional laws, and the urge of nations to 
live democratically as neighbors gave 
rise to a tremendous increase in the in- 
terest of Americans in foreign political, 
At the 
present, the war necessitates the study of 


social and economic pursuits. 


foreign law; a life-line may be blocked 
by the law of a certain country ; civilian 
administration is taking over occupied 
countries, and war-essential industries 
may penetrate to a far away region 
whose law is unknown to us. 

Lately, law, political science and his- 
tory libraries have awakened to the need 
of collections on foreign law, and the 
librarians find themselves confronted 
with problems which cannot easily be 
dealt with along lines of previous rou- 
tines. Changed political conditions and 
viewpoints focus attention on our Latin- 
American neighbors. Information on 
their legal life becomes of paramount 
importance. It may therefore be desir- 
able to record some experiences encoun- 
tered in the acquisition of Latin-Ameri- 
can law books; it is not intended to re- 
cord them as dicta; rather they are in- 
tended to be the basis for discussion.

Librarians do well to determine the 
lesired limitations of their collection in 
advance.

Treatises and periodicals are also essen- 
tial in a balanced collection. Latin- 
\merican lawyers are used to the lec- 
ture-and-textbook method, and in their 
professional activities they rely largely 
on treatises, monographs and periodical 
literature. In some of the smaller coun- 
tries, periodicals, which are often quite 
ephemeral, virtually take the place of 
textbooks, and are indispensable for the 


study of law reforms.

The Technique of Forming Latin- 
American Collections 


Matters of technique vary from li- 
brary to library and are of limited inter- 
est; the generalization may therefore 
suffice that established library techni- 
ques which work well for the adminis- 
tration of collections of American or 
European law, should be liberally ad- 
justed if the formation of collections of 
Latin-American law is planned. 


Conclusion 


The formation of fairly satisfactory 
Latin-American collections has been suc- 
cessfully undertaken by a number of 
law libraries in the United States.

librarianship. She has been not only 
a superb technician but also a person 
who was able to project herself into the 
consciousness of those who worked with 
her, inspiring in them much of her pas- 
sion for accuracy and detail in the con- 
struction of a really useful catalog, for 
which adequate technique is only one of 
the requisites. As a teacher of green 
catalogers, fresh from library school, 
she has been unsurpassed. They have 
come to her with rough corners sticking 
out all over them, with no idea of what 
careful work really is, and she has 
turned them into highly polished profes- 


sionals, sharing her appreciation of a 


job well done. It was amusing to ob- 
serve the transition of these neophytes 
from startled resentment, through grudg- 
ing appreciation, to enthusiastic admira- 
tion and respect.

We are indebted to the Library of 
Congress for another contribution to 
legal bibliography and research. The 
gvuides to foreign law begun under the 
direction of Edwin MM. Borchard, Law 
Librarian of Congress from 1911 to 
1916, have been of genuine service to 
the legal profession, and the new series 
en the law and legal literature of the 
Latin-American Republics will be no 
less welcome.

The materials were for the 
most part found in the Law Library 
of Congress and other United States 
law libraries, supplemented by bibliogra- 
phical notes made by the late Dr. John 
T. Vance and Dr. Bishop during the 
course of long visits to South America. 
Similar guides are contemplated for the 
remaining Latin-American countries not 
already covered by them. 

These guides follow the general style 
and method of the earlier Borchard 
guides to the law and literature of Ar- 
gentina, Brazil and Chile, though the 
political history of Colombia induced 
Messrs. Backus and Eder to depart 
somewhat from it, and to devote con- 
siderably more space to constitutional 
law than do Bishop and Marchant. 

Following a brief historical sketch of 
each country, there are bibliographies, 
indexes to legislation, collected laws, 
laws on special subjects and a brief mem- 
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orandum on court reports and digests. 
Then follows what in each case is the 
body of the guide, a conspectus of con- 
stitutional law and literature and of 
each code, concluding with similar sec- 
tions for public and private international 
law. Liberal references to historical de- 
velopment and to the literature are made. 
Common law lawyers, accustomed to 
such manuals as Hicks, will find these 
guides more difficult to use. There is 
no tabular arrangement of material and 
nearly all titles cited are in footnotes. 
It is thus necessary to read with con- 
siderable care and completeness both 
text and footnotes in order to extract the 
desired information, a somewhat slow 
and laborious process. Neither is it 
safe to rely upon the footnotes as the 
exclusive repository of titles, since these 
are occasionally found only in the text. 

The lowly estate of the session law 
and the law report in civil law, as com- 
pared to the code and the commentary, 
is seen in the comparative amount of 
space devoted to each. In the 142-page 
Cuban guide, for example, less than two 
pages are devoted to current laws in 
serial form, slightly over two pages to 
reports and digests and some eighty 
pages to the codes. As is typical in 
Latin-American law, public law—consti- 
tutional, administrative and _ interna- 
tional—is very well represented. Ac- 
cordingly, the guides reflect closely the 
political history of each country. 

In each class of material (whether 
constitutional law, the codes, etc.) the 
treatment is a chronologically presented 
essay on the development of the law, to- 
gether with citations to appropriate 
statutes, codes and commentaries. This 
is invaluable to the lawyer or librarian 
unfamiliar with the material, and the 
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wealth of research and learning demon- 
strated cannot help but be of the utmost 
service to civil lawyers as well. Unfor- 
tunately, space limitations eliminate cri- 
tical comment on the literature, though 
presumably critical judgment was exer- 
cised in the selection of titles, as only

available are given in most cases. The 
result, from the librarian’s point of view, 
is a buying list of fundamental and first 
purchase material, subject arranged 
the most part, comprising an excell 
though by no means complete worki:
